 TheHiſtoryof the Diſeaſe has beenwritten 
Thread-bare, the Symptoms are commonly 
known to the Diſeaſed, aud the Diagnoſtic 
and Prognoſtic, will avail little to thoſe 
Readers, for whom this is deſigned, there- 
fore it is thought needful only to recite a few 
ſelect Caſes out of Six Hundred and Seventy

K RR Y Engagement in the Service of 

the Savoy Hoſpital, happened mere- 
Ng ly by Accident ; I was ſent for by 
Major-General Carr, Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the fir/# Regiment of Foot-Guards, who at 
that time was afflicted with a Fit of the 
Stone. 


After the Recital of his own Caſe, the 
Venereal Diſeaſe became the Topic of Diſ- 
courſe. The General began with a Relation 
of the melancholy Effects of Salvation ; 
having. made his Obſervations, that if the 
Soldiers were cured of the Venereal Diſeaſe, 

3 which

which he frequently found did not happen, 
many of them died of Conſumptions, or were 
otherwiſe in ſo feeble and jickly a State, that 
on a Field-Day, or a March, many of the 
Men could not undergo the Fatigue of their 
neceſſary Duty; and, finally, he expreſſed 
great Aſtoniſhment that a better Method of 
Cure could not be diſcovered. 


Dr. Saunders, a Phyſician, then preſent, 
told the General, that the Cure of the Ve- 
neral Diſeaſe, in all its Stages, might cer- 
tainly be performed without Salivation. To 
that I aſſented, affirming that I had, for 
many Years paſt, cured all my venereal Pa- 
tients by an alterative Method of My own, 
notwithſtanding many of them had ineffec- 


tually undergone the painful Trial of one or 
more Salivations. 


At that Aſſertion the General, with ſome 


Vehemence, uttered theſe Words, For 
God's Sake, Gentlemen, why will you not un- 
dertahke to do it, as it would be attended with 
great Service to the Public, particularly to 
the Army.

I then offered my Service to join with the 
Doctor in the Undertaking, and propoſed 
that each ſhould communicate his Method | 
to the other, to render our Deſign the more 
effectual, and that I ſhould take upon me 
the executive Part, and communicate my 
Proceedings to the Doctor, when neceſſary; 
or occaſionally conſult with him upon any 
Requiſites, that might ſeem to be wanted, 
in order to render Cures as ſhort and effec- 
tual as poſſible : But the Doctor thought | 
proper to decline the whole Affair, as he 
lived in the Country in an ealy Situation, 
and did not chooſe to bring the whole Body 
of the Profeſſion, as he expreſſed it, upon his 
Back.—I muſt here confeſs, that I am not 
deſirous to create Enemies, particularly 
amongſt the Surgeons, with whom I could 
wiſh to live, if poſſible, in the greateſt 
Amity, being truly ſenſible that Diſſention 
in a Community, whether eſtabliſhed for 
the Cultivation of Arts or Sciences, gene-

However, not weighing theſe Things 
too nicely in the Balance againſt the Proſe- 
cution of a good and juſt Cauſe, that my 
Actions might be equal with my Words, 
and alſo to convince the General, that I ad- 
vanced no more than what I could ſupport 
by Facts, I propoſed to cure ten or twenty 
of the moſt inveterate venereal Caſes, in the 
firſt Regiment of Foot-Guards, at my own 
Expence, without Salivation, and by MY 
owN alterative Method, if thoſe Caſes were 
deemed curable by Salivation. 


The General ſeemed much pleaſed with, 
what he called, my generous Propoſal, aſſured 
me that he would mention it to Lord Ligo- 
ner, and that I might expect to hear from 
him in a few Days, on that Account; 
which indeed ſoon happened ;—I was then 
informed by the General of his Lordſhip's 
Approbation, and that ſix Beds were to be 
placed in a Room in the Savoy, as ſoon as 
poſſible, for my intended Purpoſe ; but in 
the interim it was thought proper to begin 
with Out-Patients, of which 7hirty were

ordered by the General to attend me on the 
fourth Day of December, 1758. 


A ſhort Time after, an Order was iſſued 
by Genetal Carr to every Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel in the Regiment, to put under my 
Care all thoſe Men of their ſeveral Compa- 
nies, who were, or might be afflicted with 
the Venereal Diſeaſe.— The Number of Diſ- 
eaſed ſoon amounted to One Hundred and 
Fifty, including almoſt 4/ Stages of the 
Diſeaſe, many having been afflicted ſome 
Years with an inveterate Lues, which had 
reſiſted the Efforts of one, favo, three, or four 
Saltvattons, others with the g viruleut Go- 
norrbea's, and others with the mo ob/tinate

I muſt own, that I was not a little con- 
fuſed, when ſome Caſes were preſented, as 
they appeared much worſe than I expected 
to meet with, altho' my Practice in the Ve- 
nereal Diſeaſe had been many Years not 
only extenſive, but alſo had comprehended 
many difficult Cures, particularly amongſt 
Sailors and Negroes, whoſe Caſes often grow 
very deſperate from Neglect, or Want of

Attendance, in long Voyages: But it was 
now too late to recede from my Propoſal, 
my Reputation was at ſtake, and my Purſe 
was obliged to ſecond it. I was indeed 
told by General Carr, that Lord Ligonier 

aid, that if I could do what I propoſed, that 
it ſhould be the making of me, which inter- 
eſting Promiſe was indeed no ſmall Relief 
to my Mind, and induced me more chear- 
fully to attend daily to my Engagements, 
under the frequent Inſpection of Officers or 

Serjeants, who often declared, if Icould cure 
many Caſes that they ſaw, they were well 


aſſured I might cure any Perſon in that

At the End of fix or ſeven Weeks, I

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Carr, attended with a Preſent of One Hun- 
dred Pounds, and a Promiſe of future Reward 
according to Merit; inconteſtably proving 
my Logp's entire Approbation of my Me- 
thodof Cure, and the Succeſs, that attended it. 


At that Time my Name and Cures be- 
came more public, and attracted the Atten- 
tion of the greateſt Perſonages, as well as 
many others of all Ranks, in Weſtminſter 
and London ; which induced two Surgeons, 
as I have been informed, through Prejudice, 


Envy, or Malice, to detra& from my Cha- 


rater, by ſaying, that I was an Impoſtor, 
that all Surgeons could do the ſame, (altho'

whoſe Protection will be a ſufficient Barrier 
to all my Enemies, altho', if Report tells 


Truth, I have fewer than might be expect- 
cd in ſuch a public Affair. 


But to proceed; having thus far acquired 
the Honour of my Lord Ligonier's Appro- 
bation and Protection, with that of General 
Carr, and other Officers of the Regiment, 
whoſe impartial Conduct in this Affair,

Some Time after my laſt Viſit to his 
Lordſhip, the great Number of Soldiers, 
that daily applied to me for Cure, induced 
my Lord to ſend me his Commands by Ge- 
neral Carr, to take a Survey of a Houſe at

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Pimblico, commonly called the Duke's Hoſ+ 
pital, and after that to inform his Lordſhip 
of the Condition of the Premiſſes, the 
Number of Men they would contain, and 
to eſtimate the yearly Expence of curing by 
my Method, all Soldiers of the Army, who 
might for the future be afflicted with the 
Venereal Diſeaſe. : 


His Lordſhip's Commands were obeyed, 
and I ſent my Report to his Lordſhip, by the 
General, who afterwards told me that his 
Lordſhip would endeavour to provide for me 
by repreſenting to his late Majeſiy my ex- 
traordinary Succeſs; that I might expect, to 
be Surgeon to. the Army for the Venereal 
Diſeaſe, with 'Three H undred Pounds per 
Annum Salary, and that if a Yacancy of 
Surgeon to the F:r/# Regiment of Guards 
ſhould happen, his Lordſhip would think 
of no other Perſon beſide myſelf, to ſucceed 
to that Employ. 


Such Promiſes would have been ſuffi- 
ciently inviting to any Man of Emulation, 
to hazard Health, Life and Fortune, which 
I too evidently proved, in regard to myſelf, 

at 
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at that Time; my Health becoming im- 


paired by a daily Attention to One Hundred 


and Fifty, One Hundred and Sixty, or One 
Hundred and Eighty Men, of which Forty- 
ſix were always unavoidably crowded into 
five ſmall Rooms, where putrid, noxious 
Vapours muſt of courſe be very powerful 
and very dangerous. 


Thoſe Circumſtances, together with the 
Anxiety of Mind, ariſing from an Expence 
of Sixteen Guineas per Week, the Uncertain- 
ty of a Reimburſement, and the Neglect of 
other Buſineſs, at length brought on a ma- 
lignant Fever; my Mate alſo being then 
confined by the ſame Kind of Fever, of 
which he ſoon after died, 


During my Illneſs, which threatened me 
with Death, the Regiment, Offcers as well 
as private Men, lamented my Fate, parti- 
cularly General Carr, who acknowledged 
upon the Parade the great Loſs, which not 


only the Army might ſuſtain, but alſo the 
public in general. 


At 
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At my Recovery, being informed of thoſe 
and many other favourable Expreſſions, and 
being alſo conſcious of the ſtrict Orders, that 
were given by Lord Ligonier and General 
Carr, relative to my IIIneſs, I could no 


longer doubt but that every Thing went on 


in my Favour and Intereſt; but, alas! how 
great was my Aſtoniſhment at my firſt Vi- 
fit to General Carr, when, inſtead of the 
leaſt ſatisfactory Information concerning my 


Promotion, I was induced to believe that it 
would not /oon happen, partly, as the Ge- 
neral obſerved, thro' the malicious and envi- 


ous Miſrepreſentations of ſome Surgeons in 
Power, and partly through a little Animo- 
ſity ſubſiſting between two Noblemen; in- 
ſomuch, that I was ſuftercd to become the 


innocent and undeſerved Victim of Parry 


Faction, the Bane of Fuſlice, and a ſure 
Check to all Improvements in this King- 
dom. © | | 


This was a Blow, which I little expected, 


and very badly ſuited my weak Condition, 


being then not able to get in or out of my. 


Chariot without Aſſiſtance; yet did I moſt 
reſo- 
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reſolutely continue my Practice in the Hoſ- 
pital, with he Approbation of Lord Ligonier 
and the General, till J had compleated one 
Year's Service, without Reward; in which 
Time, however, I had the Comfort to 
hear, that General Carr, at a Review on a 
Field Day, declared, that during forty Years, 
the Time of his being in the Guards, he 
had not ſeen the Men in general Jo /5 2oell, 
or in /o good Condition, in point of Health. 
Colonel Grabam alſo did me the Honour to 
affirm, that he believed I had ſaved the re- 
cruiting of Five Hundred Men. 


During that Year I had the good Fortune 
to loſe only Szx Men by Death, altho' Thad un- 
der my Care near Eight Hundred, of which 
Six Hundred and Seventy were ordered by 
the expreſs Command of the General, and the 
reſt by that of the COMMANDER IN CHIEF; 
One Hundred of which, whilſt they had the 
Venereal Diſeaſe, were afflicted with ma- 
lignant, ulcerous, fore Throats, attended 
with a moſt dangerous Fever, much like 


that, which is commonly called a Jail-Fe- 
ver. | 


After 
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After all this great Labour and Expence, 
I made cloſe Application to the Com- 
mander in Chief, and General Carr, for 
that Promotion, which I juſtly expected might 
now probably take place; but was then 
made to underſtand fully, that if I would 
accept of Two Hundred Pounds per Aunum 
out of his Lordſhip's Pocket till I had a 
better Proviſion for paſt and future Services, 
J might continue in the Hoſpital, otherwiſe 
that I might 77/fantly relinquiſh it; hat, or 
nothing, at that Time, I was obliged to ac- 
cept: But ſoon finding that my Expence 
amounted to double that Sum, notwithſtand- 
ing the great Number of inveterate Poxes 
already cured, I was under the Neceſſity of 
making Remonſtrances on that Head, with- 
out Promiſe of Relief, at leaſt whilſt my 
Money or private Buſineſs laſted. But here 
I muſt -with Gratitude acknowledge, that 
his Lordſhip's perſonal Engagement of Two 
Hundred Pounds per Annum Salary was ex- 
ceeding generous, and that the General 
ſpared no Attention or Application to aſſiſt 
me with every Means in his Power, except 
his Purſe, as the Reader will hereafter find. 
But 
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But 7ho/e Means fell fo far ſhort of an Ex- 
pence of Eight Hundred Pounds, beſides

Hours, wherem Six Hundred and Seventy 
Soldiers were proved and admitted to be cured 
with the Loſs of Six only by Death, the Fury 
brought in a Verdict with Six Hundred Pounds 
Damages, and Cofts of Suit.

Submiſſion to his Lordſhip's Pleaſure on 
that Head. 


Thus dearly, with the greateſt Labour of 
Body and Mind, did I at laſt purchaſe a Re- 
putation, which, I hope, will in the End, 
bring that Reward, which could not be ac- 
quired in another Channel. Since the Trial, 
J have been informed, that Lord Ligonier 
has done me the Honour to recommend me 
to the Cure of ſeveral extraordinary Caſes, 
whereby I- have received conſiderable 
Sums; and that General Carr, at all Times, 
when my Name 1s mentioned, yet avows 
the great Succeſs, that attended my Practice, 
which may induce every Body to think that 
his Lordſhip and the General, were ſtrongly 
| inclined to make the promiſed Proviſion for 
me; how it happened otherwiſe, and from 
what Cauſes the Diſappointment took its 
Riſe, perhaps may be only known with 
Certainty, to thoſe Gentlemen ; if I have

It has been Matter of Surprize to many 
Perſons, particularly to my Brethren the 


Sur- 
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Surgeons, that I ſhould hit upon a Method 
of Cure 4% painful, leſe troubleſome, and leſs 
hazardous, than that which is generally in 
Uſe. This Riddle may be eaſily ſolved, if 
the Reader will take the Trouble to peruſe 
the following Relation.

| dents attending the Diſeaſe, as the Diſco- 
very they might make to their Friends and 
Families, many of them having been expe- 
rimentally convinced, that what the Diſeaſe 
alone might not reveal, would be effectually 
diſcovered by the Means of Cure that my 
Maſter, as well as others, then made Uſe of; 
which Apprehenſion, added to the extreme 
Antipathy they had taken to a loathſome Load 
of Medicine, or the Horrors of Salivation and 
its Conſequences, prompted me to be dili- 
gently and ſtudiouſly intent on ſearching af- 
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ter ſuch ea/ſjer Methods of Cure, as might

Salivation not neceſſary, &c. 31 
Exceſſes, but even in that Caſe, Buſineſs is 
very irkſome, as it is the higheſt Pleaſure to 
an honeſt Man to cure with Eaſe, Expedition, 
and Safety. | 


The Medicines, which I adminiſter, in 
all Stages of the Venereal Diſeaſe, are ſo mild 
and /alutary, that they may be given to 
Children, without Inconvenience ; inſomuch 
that few Perſons are made ſenſible, by their 
Operation, that they are under a Courſe of 
them: They do not purge, and may be 
taken any Length of Time, free from the 
Danger of Salivation, in any Seaſon, with- 
out Confinement, or Prejudice to the Conſti- 
tution, in any Habit of Body, which many 
Hundreds of Gentlemen can teſtify, as well 
as the Soldiers, who whilſt under Cure, 
were not only guilty of Trregularities, but 
performed their Exerciſe at the Drill every 
Day, or mounted the King's Guard, Night 
and Day, in Winter, as well as Summer. 


In a confirmed Clap, the Heat of Urine, 
Cordes, and Virulence of the Diſeaſe, are ſoon 
carried off, and if attended with a Phimg/is, 
that alſo may be ſoon cured, without that 


ſharp, 
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| ſharp, as well as inconvenient Operation 
with the Scifſars, which I have performed 
only on to Patients, for ten Years paſt, and 
thoſe were in the Savoy Hoſhital; notwith- 
ſtanding many Perſons have attended me 
from other Surgeons, who declared, that 
they could never be cured without cutting. 


Within the firſt three Days of Infection, 
the beforementioned Symptoms may be 
prevented, and the Infected ſoon rendered 
inſenſible of every Symptom except a ſmall 
Running, and that frequently without tak- 
ing a Grain of Mercury, or uſing it externally. 


Swelled Teſticlet, a common Conſequence 
of a Clap, have happened to very few of my

Many Objections and Prejadices have 
been raiſed againſt Injections in general; 
perhaps with Reaſon, as much Miſchief 
may be done when they are compoſed of 
improper Medicaments, and withal applied 
by unſtilful and unexperienced Perſons ; but 
are thoſe the Reaſons for exploding that 
Practice? If fo, all Preparations of Mercury, 
Antimony, Opium, and the commonly called 
harmleſs Bark, may with Propriety be ex- 
punged from the Diſpenſatory, for that they 
will Kall, unſkilfully adminiſtered; but in the 
Hands of the experienced and judicious Prac- 
titioner, thoſe Medicines as well as Injec- 
tions may be as ſafely uſed as Bread and 
Water; at leaſt I have found and proved it 
ſo in ſome Thouſands of Caſes, and without 
any conſequent Inconveniencies. 


It has, indeed, been maintained by ſome 
Surgeons, that Injections cauſe, what is called 
a Stricture, Caruncle, Carnofity, or Excreſ- 
cence in the Urethra; I ſhould be glad to 
know, what cauſed thoſe Complaints before 


Tnjec- 
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Injections were much or not at all uſed? I do 
not forget that thirty Years ago. the ſame 
Diſorders were as rife, perhaps more ſo than 
they are now; and it was a common Ob- 
ſervation amongſt the Surgeons, that many 
Patients were attended with incurable Gleets, 
but where is the Man who has ſuch a Gleet 
ow I have, indeed, been recommended to 
ſuch as were called fo, but ſoon convinced 


my Patients of the Miſtake. 


Various alſo have been the Sentiments of 

Phyficians and Surgeons concerning Gleets, 
Strictures, Caruncles, &c. wherein they 
widely differ from one another; I therefore 
hope, that I may be allowed, in Turn, to 
differ from them all. 


Ocular Demonſtrations convince us, that 
a Continuance of Diſcharge from all external 
Wounds. and Ulcers produce a Fungus; 
therefore as the ſame Effect may happen 
from Ulcerations internally, I am inclined 
to think, that a long continued Diſcharge of 
Matter from the Urethra may there alſo 
produce, in one or more Places, a Fungus, 
or, what is commonly called, a Carun- 
cle, 
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cle, Sc. and that whether Injections in ge- 
neral are applied or omitted; but if Injec- 
lions are properly prepared and ſeilſully appli- 
ed, they, with a ſmall Quantity of an alte- 
rative Medicine, will make the moſt ag- 
vantageous and ſpeedy Cures, and Patients 
thereby be leſs expoſed to thoſe tiręſome and 
dangerous Conſequences ; for purging Medi- 
cines avail not in Cure, but occaſion tor- 
menting Gripings, carry off the nutritious 
Juices in great Abundance, and often re- 
duce the Diſeaſed to ſuch a Degree, that 
they look as if Death was written on their 
Faces: I muſt fay, however, on the other 
Hand, that although all thefe Inconveni- 
ences and many more may happen, yet I 
cannot think that even ſuch extravagant 

Purgings cauſe venereal Gleets, as many 
have imagined ; tho' I cannot deny but that 
ſeminal Weakneſſes have frequently follow- 


ed that Practice. 


In all Stages of the Pcx, my Medicines 
act as alteratives, and the noxious Humours 
are thereby expelled by Perſpiration, Sweat, 
or Urine, with ſo ſpeedy a Change of the 
Habit of Body, that in the Space of three 
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Weeks the depraved or loſt Appetitè returns, the 
depreſſed Spirits are raiſed, the emaciated and re- 
laxed Muſcles begin to recover their Fullneſs and 
Elajiicity; and, in fine, all the fatiguing Symp= 
roms begin to vaniſh to the agreeable Surprize 
of the Diſeaſed ; that ſuch is the Manner of 
Operation, and the happy Effect of my 
Medicines, many Gentlemen of good Diſ- 
cernment, now living, have acknowledged, 
and that the Evidence of Men of Skill may 
not be wanting, 7wo Surgeons, whom J have 
cured of inveterate Poxes, the one of ſeven 
Years, the other of one Nar and a Half 
Continuance, have atteſted the ſame ; The 
laſt of theſe, beſides undergoing a ſevere Sa- 
livation, had followed the Advice of three 
or four of the moſt eminent Surgeons, and 
yet with ſo little Succeſs. But theſe are not 
the only Surgeons, who have experienced

The Report therefore could not come 
from them, that I make Uſe of corroſive 
Subl:mate in performing a Cure; to filence
